SUBJECT: Approved MILSTRIP Change Letter (AMCL) 32, Mandatory
Entry Blocks on Matcricl Relcase Documents

The attacted change to DoD 4000.25-M, Defense Logistics
Management 3ystem (DLM3}, YVolume 2, and NoD 4000.25-1-M, Military
Standard Requisitioning and Issue Procedures (MILSTRIP), is
approved for staggered implementation date effective immediately.
DoD Components shall report implementation status to DLMSO.

This change 1s one of approximately 26 MILSTRIP and MILSTRAP
approved changes which the Componenls were unable toe implement on
schedule as rescurces were shifted to support the Corporate
Information Maragement (CIM} single standard system effort. AMCL
32 was initially published as an approved changs on February 22,
1990 with implementaticn scheduled for November 1, 1993. Per
request by the Dol Supply Process Review Committee (SPRC), DLM3O
issued a request for a revised for implementation date.
Subsequent discussion during SPRC meetings revealed that partiail
implementation within most Components nad been achieved. It was
agreed during the 00-3 SPRC meeting that the requirement for
identification of the specific number ¢f the shipping container on
the materiel release document should be withdrawn. This portion
of the change could not be accommeodated within current processes
under the stancard distribution depot system and redesign is not
feasible.

This change was among those prematurely published under
MILSTRIP Formal Changes © and portions were incorporalted in Lhe
November 2000 MILSTRIP reissuance. Applicable paragraphs are
reprinted here Lo highlight the text affected by this change. In
addition, procedures associated with this approved change have
been incerporated in the DoD 4000.25-M, DLMS, Volume 2 bhased upon
the original AMCL. This publication will be updated to reflect
the revisions contained in the attachment.

2. CHANGE CONCEPT/ RATI ONALE:

a. CONCEPT: This change requires mandatory entry of the
controlled inventory itemcode (CI1C) and shelf-life code on the DD
Form 1348- 1A for issues fromstock. The appropriate CIIC will be
entered in Block 9 of the bar-coded |ssue Rel ease/ Recei pt Docunent
(IRRD) and the shelf-life code will be entered in Block 15 of the
| RRD.

b. RATI ONALE:

(1) The CIICis used to determ ne the appropriate
storage and transportation security requirement of DoD assets. The
U.S. Arny Defense Ammunition Center and School (USASACS) require
activities to cite the CIICin Block 9 of the DD Form 1348-1A when
issuing materiel. The activities were interpreting the entry of the
ClICto be either optional or were unaware that the option was
avai l able. The ammunition school considered the security of
ammuni tion of sufficient inportance to require mandatory entry of



the CIIC on all MLSTRIP IRRDs. The ClIIC nust be made a nandatory
entry, inclusive of Code U to denote unclassified materiel, on the
DD Form 1348-1A to informall concerned to give attention to the
identification of material which may or may not require speci al
security controls. (See Table 61 of Vol 10, reference 1d, for
applicable Cl1GCs.)

(2) The shelf-life code is used to identify the
period of tinme an item nust be used or subjected to inspection,

test, restoration, or disposal. Mndatory entry of this code, or
Shelf-Life Code O for items with a nondeteriorative shelf-life
period, on the DD Form 1348-1A will ensure that attention has been

given to the identification of itens that nmay or may not have a
shelf-life period, assisting the recipient in required

storage/ materi el managenent actions. (See Table 50 of Vol 10,
reference 1d, for applicable shelf-life codes.)

a. ADVANTAGES:

(1) Mandatory entry of the CIICs will ensure the
identification of classified, sensitive, and pilferable nmateriel
shi pments that proper security controls are taken while materiel is
in transit and when it is receipted by the ultimte consignee.

(2) Mandatory entry of the shelf-life codes wil

ensure the identification of materiel with a shelf-life period to
the ultimate consignee to enable required storage, quality control,
and materi el managenent functions to be effected.

b. DI SADVANTAGES. None known except for those stated
in the inpact statenent, paragraph 3b, above.
